On September 27, 1950, the writer interviewed ND 558 in Room 
1203, U. S. Court House. The purpose of this interview was to determine 
whether ND 558 ha d anv knowledge of the individuals involved in the 
| ~1 case, the I I case, and also whether this informant had any 

knowledge of the workings of the underground, espionage, and courier 
activities in connection with the above-mentioned and other Soviet cases. 



ND 558 advised, in summary, that he had always been a member of 
the open Communist Thrtyj that he had always used his own name in his 
activities, except on one oc c§U^on when he used an alias during the time 
he was doing some wo lie in . He also stated that he had 

never engaged in any underground activities on behalf of the Communist 
Party, nor had he* ever been asked to perform such services. Hp stated that, 
as a matter of fact, although he was fairly sure that there were some 
’’comrades” working in the underground of the Communist Party, he had never 
received any information as to the identity of these persons or the 
particular missions that they were carrying out. He stated that, 
actually, the first time that he became aware of the identities of these 
underground Communists was at the time the revelations of ELIZABETH 
BENTLEY began appearing in the public press and likewise, of course, 
when the story of WHITTAKER CHAMBERS regarding his experiences in the 
Communist Party underground became the matter of public knowledge.

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In connection with J. PETERS, ND 558 advised that he had known 
PETERS since about 1929, and he knew him only as a very active organizer 
in the open Communist Party. He became iuite friendly with him when he, 

ND 553, attended some classes at the Hungarian National Training 
School in 1930, when PETERS was then teaching a course in political 
economy . He recalled that PETERS was very active in the Hungarian 
Branch of the Communist Party, but, thereafter, became associated with 
District #2 of the Communist Party, 

ND 553 characterized PETERS as a brilliant organizer, an 
individual who knew a great deal about propaganda, parti cularly the 
actual running of such organizations as the "Daily Worker" and other 
establishments that "ground out" pamphlets, thow-aways, etc. It was 
ND 558* s impression that PETERS was not thought of as one of the leaders 
of the movement by the leading functionaries of the Party. ND 558 stated 
that, apparently, PETERS was a much bigger man in the movement than those 
in the open Communist Party realized, possibly with the exception of a 
very few. ND 558 gained this impression because, after the stories related 
by BENTLET and CHAMBERS, it became quite apparent that PETERS had a 
rather large hand in the Communist underground activities of the Party,

ND 558 related that he first met PETER RHODES when the latter was 
an official of the Office of War Information and he, ND 558, was in the 
United Strtes Army assigned to a psychological warfare group. He 
stated that he never knew, nor did RHODES tell him, that the latter was 
a member of the Communist Party, tut HD 558 recalled one instance in 
Algiers during the war, when RHODES introduced the informant to a high- 
ranking member of the Hungarian Communist Farty. He did not recall this 
Hungarian's name, but the informant knew that he had fought irith 
the Loyalists in Spain, and also knew him to be a rather high-placed 
Communist. 

ND 558 got the impression from this introduction, and also from 
the fact that RHODES never denied that he was a Communist, that RHODES 
must have been a Communist, although, not of necessity, a card-carrying 
member . 

ND 558 knew nothing of any underground work that RHODES was 
doing for the Party, nor was he aware that RHODES was, in any way, 
associated with the ELIZABETH BENTLEY underground apparatus. 

From the above interview, it would appear that this informant, 
although extremely cooperative, has no knowledge of the undei ground 
workings of t. ha Communist Party. The fact that he knew such people 
as J. METERS, 1 I who were associated 

in the underground movement, is, of course, not in itself indicative 
of the fact that this informant has any knowledge of these persons in 
connection with underground work. It is not believed t hat any useful 
purpose would be served, at least at this time, by -calking to this 
informant regarding each individual subject in the BENTLEY and CHAMBERS 
cases because it would appear that the only information that would 
result would be some indication of che individuals being members or 
sympathetic with the Communist Party movement, wnich would, in all 
probability, duplicate the inter-views presently being conducted with 
respect to this individual's knowledge of tne overall picture of the 
Communist Party movement in this country as he knows it.

On October 3, 1950 the above informant was interviewed regarding 
the officers, organization and activities of the Kings County Communist 
Party. The following is a summary of the information furnished by this 
informants 

County Officials 

CARL VBDRO 



This individual occupies the position of Chairman of the Kings 
County Corsannist Party. The informant originally met 7FDE0 while the latter 
was Organizational Secretary in the YJilliamsburg Section in 1933. At that 
time TCDRQ was in the sound truck business. Not long thereafter, VERRQ 
became Section Organizer in Brooklyn. 

At the time FRTTR V. CACCHXCNE first was elected City Councilman, 
vrpRQ was his assistant and campaign manager. It was approximately this 
same time when the Communist Party in New York City broke their organization 
into counties and GACCHIONF* became the Chairman of the Kings County Communist 
Party. Through the efforts of CACCHIOiiS, VFTRQ was named as Organizational 
Secretary of the Party in Brooklyn. In November, 1°47, when C\00HTCV> died, 
VKBP.Q was named Chairman of the Kings County Communist Party. 

According to the informant, VFBEO attends state board meetings and 
has been pulled out of the county organization periodically to organize and 
run various movements, such as the Ilew York Bill of Rights Conference, In 
the past he has spent parts of the winter months in Florida.

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The Informant considered VFRRO to be merely a title head of the 
Party in Brooklyn. He lacks the analytical mind to rise to any important 
state or national position, according to the informant. 

FAY VrBRO 

The informant believed FAX Vi ;DRQ to be a quiet, capable Party 
official in Brooklyn. According to LD 533, PAX VHPO, the wife of CARL 
VFDRO, held the position of Trade Onion Director in the vueens County 
GoiasBinist Party and has continued this work in Kings County up to the 
time of the birth of her child when it was necessary for her to curtail 
her Communist "’arty activities* 

The informant stated that FAX VEDRO recently made a trip to 
Palestine, the purpose of which was unknown to him.

The inf oroant originally became acquainted with PA VI" in 1945 
when he substituted for CARL VEPRO in attending New lork State board meet- 
ings. 



In 1948 the informant worked with DAVIS in connection with the 
security structure of the Kings County Soscainist Party. 

It is to be noted that whereas JOHN KOTO. I I and IZEX 

BEG'JK, heads of tile respective areas of Buffalo, Queens, and Bronx, repre- 
sented their organizations in connection with the security setup, BtN 
DAVIS represented the Brooklyn Communist Party rather than CARL VEBP.O , the 
Brooklyn Chairman. For this reason the informant believes that DAVIS is a 
powerful figure in the Brooklyn Communist Party and VEPRO is merely a figure- 
head.

Underground Operations 

Confidential Informant ND 588 stated that all section headquarters 
in Brooklyn would have a mimeograph machine available, either in their 
section headquarters or in the home of one of their trusted members. At 
the present time the mimeograph machines in the hones of members may not be 
used in all sections. Rather, the membership in some sections might make 
use of mimeograph machines in local American labor Party or International 
Workers Order Headquarters. 

The informant stated that he had knowledge of a photo offset 
machine being shipped to Brooklyn around 1947. This machine was stored un- 
opened in the shop of a cabinet maker or carpenter in Brooklyn, and was for 
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use in the event that the Party had to go underground, The informant 
promised to try to recollect some identifying details regarding the 
location of this machine. 

Security Measures 



Confidential Informant ND 538 stated that he was confident that all 
;C3r files had long ago been removed from the county office and that whatever 
rev :-rds might be kept would be maintained in private homes of trusted 
comrades. He felt that the only records which might be kept at the present 
time would be those regarding financial matters which would be required in 
connection with income tax or social security laws. 

The inf or: ant stated that BEN (BROCKETS) DAVIS and PAVE LEEDS 
were in charge of the security setup of the Communist Party in Brooklyn, 
and stated that in the latter part of 1948 an experiment was conducted in 
Brooklyn to test the security regulations ♦ This experiment was carried 
out by ?m (BROOKHBI) DAVIE and DAVE LEEDS and, according to the informant, 
was unsuccessful. 



According to the security plans existing at the time the informant 
left the Party, County functionaries were to alternate being In County 
Headquarters at one time so that in the event of mass arrests all would not 
be arrested at one time. County functionaries were to know each others ' 
jobs in order that the Party might continue to function in the event that 
some officials were apprehended.

He further advised that he bolieyes, from 
his personal knowledge of Party activities, that the Party has lost twenty to 
thirty-five per cent of its membership during the past two years, and that be 
would"" estimate that New York County now has between six thousand and six 
thousand five hundred registered members, 

Die Informant advised that it has been estimated by Coarrniot Party 
officials that should the Party be forced underground, it would keep only ten 
per cent of its 19l*8 registered members. He said that this figure was arrived 
at in the Party's study of underground activities in Europe, He stated that, 
using ten per cent as a figure, the Hew York County registered members would 
be around one thousand, if the Party was forced underground.

Confidential Informant HD-538 was interviewed at the Hew 
York Office on September 27 and October 3# 1950# by SA DANIEL F. 0* CONNOR 
regardin'? his knowledge of espionage activities* The informant for the most 
part had "no specific first-iiand information regarding espionage activities} 
however# information furnished by the informant is set out herein* 

A, SOVIET IilTELLIGENCE ACTIVITIES 

ND-588 had no information regarding activities of Soviet 
Intelligence Services in the United States* He had no specific information 
re -aruing the Communist Party apparatus or the extent the Communist Party is 
used by Soviet Intelligence. He had no information regarding any Communist 
Party connections with the Comintern apparatus. He had no information regarding 
Communist Party connection for espionage purposes with the Embassy of the 
U.S.S.E. or any of the satellite countries or consulates of the same* 

He was not acquainted with and had no information concerning 
any party organizer connected with the Soviet Habassy who would be a channel 
for instructions to or from the Communist Party. The informant had no. 

1, formation regarding any cover companies connected with Soviet Intelligence* 

He stated he had no information regarding any connection of 
the Amtorg Trading Corporation with the Communist Party in matters of espionage# 
or any information regarding the transfer of funds by the Amtorg Trading 
Corporation through the Party to espionage agents* He stated ISIDORE NEEDLEHAN# 
who until recently was connected with the Amtorg Trading Corporation as 
counsel# must have been ”in on a lot of deals” . This was a suraisal on the 
part of the informant and he could not elucidate on the activity of KF-SDLEMAN* 
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He stated that NEEDLMAH would have frequent contact ><iuu the Communist 
Party. The informant said t.iat when. NEEDLMAH’S name came out in the 
JUDY COPLON case as having been suspected to giving information to the 
United States Government, this was vigorously denied by NEEDLEHANj however, 
a seed of suspicion was planted in the minds of Communist Party functionaries 
and this may have been the reason for HEEDLE.IAK having severed his connection 
as counsel with the Amtorg Trading Corporation. The informant is definitely 
of the impression that NEEDLEMAN did have a fear that he might be prosecuted 
for violation of the Registration Act as a result of his employment by the 
Amtorg Trading Corporation. The informant advised further that all Communist 
Party members w *o worked for the it. it or., Trading Corporation in the carl y 
1930’s were cut off from the Party and became members-at-large. 

B. COTfifdHIST PARTY UNDERGROUND ACTIVITIES

have gotten mixed up with BENTLEI, whom he (the informant) referred to as 
GOLOS* girlfriend* As further substantiation of this connection, he 
offered the following story: 

In the summer of 19k9 during the trial of the eleven Communist 
leaders, he, the informant, brought the members of the National Committee

His name was on 
the directory and mail box on the door* Ihe informant stated that there 
was a suitcase in the place which contained a 35mm. camera# a stand and a 
lamp. The camera was focused to photograph documents. He said that the 
lavatory in the studio appeared to be used as a developing room. 

The informant said that he believed that n Cchen f s Place** 
had been used by CHESTER for photography for several years and that JAGGS 
GOLOS had also used it. It is to be noted that ELIZABETH BENTLEY has 
stated that CHESTER attended JACOB SOLOS* funeral. COHEN was described 
as follows: age# 50 to 55 years (191*9)5 height, 5' 1*' to 5* 5 n $ weight, 

135 to lijO pounds j hair, blondish; eyes# blue 3 occupation, artist. 

The informant stated that CHESTER told him that he was in 
Mexico some time during 19il0 or IpJjl and that JACK STACHEL was there at the 
same time. The informant continued that CHESTER in l?it0-19l|l was active 
in the Communist underground. He stated that he had two female agents in 
the Confidential Squad of the New Xork City Police Department. These two 
female agents obtained a complete list of the Confidential Squad of the 
New York City Police Department and furnished the same to CHESTER. With 
the aid of this list, according to the informant, CHESTER succeeded in 
exposing policemen who had been planted in the Communist Party by the 
New York Gity Police Department* 

The informant related that CHESTER is the unannounced 
treasurer of the New York State Communist Party. He is not aware of the 
name of CHESTER *S company. He knows that his office is located on the 
sixth floor at 1 Union Square West, New York City, in the rear of the 
builditig* He is listed on the building directory as BERNARD SCHUSTER. He 
is certain that he has occupied this space since 1 9lt5« He does not know 
his telephone number. He has never had any employees to the informants 
knowledge. In fact, the informant has seen CHEST® do his own taping* 

The informant last visited CHESTER'S office in October or November, 1 9k9*

In the opinion of the informant p STAROBBI was a very shallow writer and knew 
little about foreign affairs. He stated that on one occasion he remarked 
to BETTI GANNETT that STAROBIN lacked the knowledge of and wrote poor 
articles regarding foreign affairs and BETTI GANNETT in turn remarked, 

"You don’t know what the situation is." 

The informant stated that STAROBIN was the person who contacts 
UN people. He was the UN Editor of the "Daily Worker". The informant 
stated that STAROBIN would be another person who might engage in illegal 
activities for the Party.

Confidential Infornant HD-588 was interviewed on October 12, 1950, 
at the New York Office by Special Agent EDGAR C. FORES'?, concerning the 
subject who was known to the Infornant as SA? r BRP7/N. 

The Informant stated that he has lenow/, BROUN since about 19S3 and 
he furnished the following information concerning the subjects 

BROTJN in 1953 was Organiser for Section 2 of the Communist Party 
in New York City. He had been working as a paid functionary for the Party 
sinoe about 1930. Before that he was employ id as a painter for various 
companies not known to the Informant. BROTCR continued to be employed by the 
Communist Party as a Section Organiser, Trade Union Organiser and County 
Secretary until 1946. The only break in this employment, known to the 
Informant was some time around 1934 or 1935 when BROUN worked for a short 
time as a Checker on the docks for the Amtorg Trading Corporation. 

The Informant did not know exactly why BRCHN left the employ of the 
Communist Party in 1945, but believed it was for one of two reasons: 

BROUN although not an open BROTTDERITE was very sympathetic to BROADER. 

The Informant believes therefore that PR0N1I either refused to hold office 
after PROUDER* S expulsion or was not offered a position by the new leadership. 

The Informant noted that l ~1 and SAI* UI3ENAN, both associates 

of BROUN and both Party leaders, also became less active around the some 
time. 

In 1945, BROUN took over the Teinpus Import Company. Informant 
did not laaow the circumstances whereby ERGWN took over this firm, knew 
nothing of the past history of this company and knew little of the workings 
of this company. He noted however, that BROUN did considerable business 
with the Yugoslavs during this tine and did everything possible to develop 
business with the Yugoslavs.

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Also, during this time, BROWN was operating the bysines s on a 
’‘shoestring* and was always borrowing from tie bank and was continually worried 
about finances* On many occasions, PRCT'K became intoxicated in an effort 
to forget his financial worries* The Informant believed that WILLIAM 
7TEINER (who according to I I is the man regarded as being responsible 

for the finances of the Communist Party and who is one of the most important 
Communists in the movement )had an interest in Tenpus , hut did not take an 
active part in the management. Informant had no knowledge of any possibility 
that Tempus may have been a cover company* He did note that BROW, d uring 
19 48, also appea red to be very interested in an export- import firm operated 
bv l 1, around 39th and 40th Streets on Madison Avenue* 

In April 1948, BROWN had a severe heart attack and for the next 
six months or so, various friends of BRGOf, mostly on the instigation of 
SAM T/ISEMAN, contributed money to help BROWN’S wife and to help meet BROWN’S 
living expenses* Around the beginning of 1949, MICHAEL B’JRD placed BROWN 
on the payroll of the Midland Export Company* The Informant described BURD 
as an old-time Communist who is a good friend of 'WILLIAM WEINER and who was 
very aotive in 1933 in the Workers International Relief and in the -Jewish 
movement as a whole* He stated that BROWN did very little work for the 
Midland Export Company and that BURD was simply doing BROUN a favor by 
putting him on the payroll* He believed that SURD’S partner (identity 
unknown to the Informant) was reluctant to employ BRO'MT for reasons unknown to 
the Informant, but possibly because BROWN war so active in Communist Party 
affairs* 



(It is suggested that the Informant cay be referring to HARRIS 
BRUNNER, a partner of BURD in the Midland Export Company.) 

In June 1949, BROW suffered anotner heart attack and around 
August 1949, was making plans to enter into -mother venture* BR0.7N told the 
Informant that WEINER was placing him, BROWN, in a business, but FROWN 
did not say what kind of business* 

Wen BROW started in this business, it was located in downtown 
Manhattan and latter was moved farther downtown* Informant did not 
know if this was a new business or uosaibly an established business in which 
BROW was being made an officer. Informant believed it was an export 
business, but again it was not certain. He did note that MICHAEL BURD 
died about a year ago cf cancer and BROWN was using BURD’S wife in his new 
office* 
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inf ormant stated that it was very possible that this fim was 
being used as a cover company for secret Party work or espionage activity* 

He based this on the fact that TtEIHER had placed BROOT in the business and 
on the fact that BROftN never talked about his new work. Informant was 
unable to furnish any other particulars concerning this business* 

(It was herein noted that the Informant has not had any dealings 
with the subject since the Informant’s expulsion from the Communist Party 
in January 1950* In fact the Informant on learning of his expulsion, asked 
BRCVar to intercede on his behalf and BRCHIT refused; sinae then both BRCCTH 
and his wife refused to speak to the Informant or even recognize him on the 
street* Also the Informant has reason to believe that it was BRC.ilT who 
influenced the Informant’s wife to divorce the Informant after his expulsion.) 

(It has previously been reported i i instant case file that in the 
latter part of 1949, BEOTflf was apparently ear jloyed by the Thermo Laboratories, 
Inc., 355 West 26th Street, Hew York City, Subsequent information indicated 
that PR "Pi later had an office at 136 Liberty Street, which is farther 
downtown in Manhattan, possibly in the office of Bulldog Concrete Forms, Ino. 

It is possible therefore that this may be the set-up into which BROfJN was 
placed by T7PTKER.) 

(The Informant did not recognize the nanes of these firms as being 
connected in any way with PR<Fir, although he did know that the Bulldog Concrete 
Forms, Inc., was formed with the help of BULLS. POPP, a former Communist 
Party leader. Still later information received in the summer of 1950, 
indicated that BR0.7N was then unemployed and was staying at Island Park, Long 
Island, Hear York* He returned from Island Park on September 5th or 6th, 

1950 and his present employment is not known*) 

The Informant noted that ^R'TIT had spent the summers at Island 
Park for e number of years. In 1047, the Informant rented a place on Island 
Park with BRCRH did not have his own cottage, but usually rents

to state what results, if any, BROWN obtained.

He has known the subject for a number of years and in the early 
1930’s the subject was a member of Section 2 of the Communist Party, 

New York City. This section was organized by SAM BROWN, a close friend of 
the subject and subject of File Number 100-21785,. 

The Informant stated that although thm subject has been a loyal 
Party member, he does not know of any position, to which the subject has been 
assigned in the Party* or to any assignment the subject may have been given 
by the Party. 

It is noted that instant file re Elects that in 1947, information 
was received that the subject had been named Coordinator in a directive 
allegedly sent out by the Executive Committee of the Central Control 
Commission in Russia. This directive was designated to organize a project 
to "unite revolutionary sections of the working class who are unattached 
to present internationals’* , 

The Informant stated that he had no knowledge of any such directive 
being issued in which subjeot was made Coordinator of any type of program and 
believed it was very improbable that such a direotive, had ever been issued* 

It was also noted that instant file ref loots that in June 1948, subject 
in conversation with LOUIS NEINSTOCK, discussed plans to organize a business 
similar to Antorg for some unidentified country. It was indicated that 
SAM BROWN and others were instrumental in these plans. 



Informant was questioned concerning this and advised that he had 
no knowledge of Buoh a deal and if suoh a pl;<n was discussed, it would in 
all probability have something to do with the Hungarians inasmuch as 
WEINSTOCK was interested in that particular field.

Informant, in mentioni ng factional is t

organizer in Queens County# Mew lork Communist party, was 
another person formerly engaged in the factlonalist movement 
after reaetivatlbn of the Communist Party# USA subsequent 
to the 1945 Comm unist P arty Convention* Informant stated 
that he believed | I to be an expelled member of the Party 
and stated he leaned heavily toward Srotskylte teachings and 
advised that organization did not last any length of 

time* 

Informant mentioned that throughout the country 
there have been email unimportant f notionalist groups such, 
as a group existing in the building trades union in San 
Diego# California# a very smell group of youth members at 
Coluiabla University, Hew York City# which had an exceedingly 
short life, and a group of Hew York University (H*Y*C*) 
st udents which had been expelle d from the Party and led by 
one | , first name unknown* Informant 

also mentioned that there had been a small factlonalist 
group headed by one BERNIK PKEELANDER at Chapel Hill, Horth 
Carolina, which also was short-lived* 

Informant stated in Hew York City there had been 
a publication known as "Psychiatric Newsletter", which was 
published by an expelled Communist Party member whom Informant 
stated was a psychopathic case# even though he was supposed 
to be a psychiatrist* 
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Mother factionaliat publication Mentioned by 
informant was "The Key"* CS NYC £88 stated that the Communist 
Party, USA never ascertained who actually published this paper 
inasmuch as It was Issued from a post office box in the Radio 
City station post office. Informant stated that in an effort 
to ascertain to whom this box was listed, the Party caused 
the Radio City station U,S, post office to be shadowed for 
some period but that It was subsequently ascertained that 
the mall for this box could only be picked up by someone 
appearing at the inquiry window and asking for the contents 
of the box. 

Informant commented upon the fact that this 
publication contained otherwise unknown facts concerning 
certain Party members and also very’ factual material con- 
cerning the operation of the Party on the part of certain 
of its members , Re stated for this reason, and also because 
there was a lack of political issues in the material pub- 
lished in this paper, and the fact that the information pub- 
lished was so factual and revealing to the extent that Infor- 
mation which had never previously been made known to the rank 
and fils' Party members was published, that the party leadership 
believed the publication waa issued by the FBI for disruptive 
purposes and that at Communist Party, USA headquarters the 
paper was called "The FBI Schniasla" (Ph, ) , which is to say 
"The FBI Key", 

One particular piece of information Which Informant 
stated the publication contained was that the house occupied 
by ROBSRT THOMPSON in Queens, New York, as well as the house 
then occupied by SI OERSON in Brooklyn, New York, were pur- 
chased with Communist Party funds, which Informant considered 
most unusual inasmuch as the Party in its normal business 
activity was most meticulous about the expenditure of "even 
a nickel". 



Informant stated he also later learned that the 
then New York State Communist Party Treasurer* PAUL CROSBY, 
had speculated in purchasing real estate for the Party with 
Party funds • He also advised that CROSBY was reputed to have 
purchased a building in th« Chelsea Section in New York City 
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In the vicinity of West 22nd Street end Ninth Avenue for 
the purpose of Installing a library which was to be used 
by comrades for research matter. Informant advised that 
at the time of CROSBY'S death in 1949 > be understood that 
such a building had been purchased and that the Party was 
looking for an extremely trustworthy comrade to ostensibly 
be the resident of this house but who also was to cover up 
for the library to be installed therein* 

.In this same connection* informant stated that 
the Party maintained a very valuable library at the Jefferson 
School of Social Science and felt that this library would 
shortly, if not already, be moved to another location so 
that the library and its contents would not fall into the 
hands of the authorities if the school were seized by Federal 
agents*

Immediately entered counter-charges against the New York County 
leadership with the New York State Communist Pa rty Rev iew 
Commission* Informant advised that at the time I l entered 

his counter-charges , he was told that the charg es woul d be 
considered but that first the entire problem of I I would 
be considered, including his supp ort of the "Manhattan Communist 
Bulletin"* Informant stated that I j did not again appear 
at Communist Party headquarters after the fact that his 
connection with this publication was known to the Communist 
Party leadership was explained to him* 
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Informant characterized I as a member of the 

anti -CURRAN (JOSEPH P. CURRAN, President of NMU) faction 

of the National Maritime Union and until the time that] I 
attracted considerable publicity in the local press In The — 
early part of 1951 for attempting to enter the Soviet Union 
, with h^s family, had last heard from] in 19h9 when 

I Iwas beaten up for distributing antl-cURRAN literature 

at the National Maritime Union headquarters. 

. Informant stated that the Communist Party leadership 

tookl [to be an operator for the Office of Naval in- 

telligence. He explained this by stating that| I was a 
non-Party member but nevertheless he sue ceeded In obtaining 
jobs on Standard Oil Coopeap vessels and aboard tugs in the 
New fork Harbor, which informant stated was usually a very 
difficult task for a non-comrade* 

Concerning ! ~l venture to Europe, inform ant 

advised that he considered the possibility that| |had 
been staked in this venture by some quasi-intelligence agency, 
explaining his statement as fellows t 

I I has been a rank and file seaman for several 
years and in this type of position his earnings have not been 
such as to plaee him In a positi on to accumulate a large 
amount of savings. Also. I I reslded In an apartment where 
the amount of furniture he was able to have would not bring 
sufficient funds if sold to provide for air travel to Europe 
with .his f a mi ly. Informant stated that it was hla opinion 

that | | trip had been financed by some agency seeking 

to place a possible source in an iron-curtain country. 

Concerning factionalist activities on the Vest 
Coast in ths United States, fdvlirtd the 

strongest movement was that led by I I at Seattle, 

Washington, with secondary groups being led by VERN SMITH „ 

and HARRISON BEORGE In California. He also stat ed thatf 1 
published great quantit ies of material attacking I L 

I for the Communist Party in the State 
or Washington, as well as the Communist Party, USA leadership. 

Informant stated that generally speaking, the 
faotionalist groups in New York City, with the exception 
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of the PR Club and the DARCY followers 1 have dissolved « 

He stated that the reasons for this dissolvement are 
Multiple, explaining as fellows 1 

When the various factionalist clubs were either 
expelled from the Party as a group tor were formed from 
expelled Communist Party members, they as a rule presented 
a thesis of being opposed to the leadership of the Communist 
Party, USA on the basis that the leadership was composed 
of right opportunists* 

After the Indictment of the 12 Communist leaders, 
the feeling among these groups was that if the leaders of 
the Communist Party, USA Were Indicted under the Smith Aet, 
they top, being known to be of mare leftist leanings, would 
certainly, if they continued, be sueceptlble to indictment 
and apprehension under the same law. 

^ . Also in these factionalist groups in some instances 

the Issue of white chauvinism was raised as a point of 
criticism against the Party but that in 1948 when the Coawunist 
Party* USA coOTaaaced axp ailing coi*r*.d*fl oa the ground* of 
white chauvinism, this point of criticism was lost to the 
factional ists. In view of this, many of these groups took 
as- a point of Issue the Support of the defense of the indicted 
C ommuni st leaders, and when they found that the eoamon syncs- 
thlea within their groups were with the Communist Party Isadora, 
they lost their main point of contention and quietly folded up* 

Xu this connection. Informant was particularly 
questioned concerning the significance of the greetings sent 
by toe Communist Party of the Soviet Uhion to the Coawunist 
****** SSA on the ooeaeion of Its l£th Rational Convention 
whioh opened 12/28/SO. Informant oona trued this to bo a 
blanket approval of the leadership, line, and activities of 
the Coawunist Party, USA. 



In connection with the factionalist groups, informant 
pointedout that such groups as the PR fli yb. tvn* wBAwnra 
FRARKLIR faction (BILL HAYWOOD Club), theT group, 

formerly known as the Rew Committee for Piibli cat Iona, as well 
as the group headed by SAMUEL ADAMS DARCY, operated on the 
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premise that 'the present leadership of the Communist Party, 

USA was not fully aceep table to the Comlnform and the CPSU, as 
evidenced also In the instance of the ?R Club In pursuance 
of this belief netting forth its treatise mentioned above 
to the Comlnform. 

Informant stated that it was his opinion that the 
message of greetings from the Com munist Party of the Soviet 
Union to the CP5U was a blanket approval of the Communist 
Party, USA and as such would remove the chief point of con- 
tention that idle leadership of the American Party was not 
acceptable from the f actional 1st groups further destroying 
their effectiveness and wrecking their basic premiss* 

Informant supported this belief citing the example 
of the BILL HAIWOOD Club whleh was headed by FRANCIS FRANKLIN. 
Informant stated that apparently the spirit within this club 
was lost during the trial of the 11 Coasaunist leaders and 
that it publicly announced that it would go 1 out of business 
in its publication "loward Socialism"* 

Concerning FRANKLIN, informant stated he believed 
FRANKLIN to be a "loud-mouthed individual" whose mental 
processes concerning Ccnounism are fixed but that he would 
never change Ms attitude towarda Marxism, inasmuch as he is 
a confirmed Marxist* 

In describing the PR Club, informant stated tMa 
organisation is Inal ter ably opposed to the leadership of 
the Communist Party, USA and the method by which the Communist 
Party operates* He stated that when the club was expelled 
by the Communist Party, it published a treatise setting forth 
its position and sent a copy of this to the Comlnform* 

One of its stronger points at that time was' the 
fact that the Communist Party, USA did mot belong to the 
Comlnform and that its activities wsre not mentioned in the 
Comlnform paper "For a hasting Peace*— For a People** Democracy"* 
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Informant stated that shortly after this treatise 
Was published and forwarded to Europe, there appeared short 
articles and news items concerning the Communist Party, USA 
in the Cominform .paper and that the PR Club felt it had won 
a point* The club then began sniping at the Communist Party, 
USA for not selling the newspaper of the Cominform through 
the Worker’s Book Shop 1 and for not mentioning the existence 
of the paper in the "Daily Worker*. Informant stated this 
was embarrassing to the Communist party, TJSA, inasmuch as the 
publication *For a Lasting Peace— For a People’s Democracy" 
could not be purchased in up-to-date copies at the Four , 
Continents Book Shop or the Worker’s Book Shop, inasmuch 
as the Four Continents Book Shop is the registered, agent of < 
a foreign government and all incoming material is therefore 
examined by the Customs Section of the Treasury Department, 
which results in the issues of this newspaper being delayed 
four to five weeks. 

OS NYC £88 advised that the PR Club pushed the ' 
sale of this paper by talcing out public advertising In the 
now defunct "New York Star* and Its successor, the *New York 
Compass* advertising *Por a Lasting Pesos*. Informant also 
stated that the PR Club publicly charged that the Communist 
Party, USA tried to suppress this paper. 1 



Informant stated that after the PR Club tried to 
embarrass the Communist Party, USA, it stated that it was 
impossible to buy copies of this newspaper at the Worker’s 
Book Shop* Some real embarrassment was felt in the Party 

particularly when it was indicated that the only person who 

handled this newspaper on a fairly current basis was | 

I, doing business us the Universal Distributo rs. ins. 

mrormant stated that the Communist Party suspecte d! | 

as an operative of the Bureau or one who worked wl txx the Bure ai 
inasmuch as his .material was not held up coming t hrough 
Customs, whereas the truth of the matter, was that ! I 

material was not delayed beoauao l I did not register 

under the Foreign Agents Registration Act, inasmuch as he 
handles material from any organisation desiring an outlet and 
is not specif leally the outlet for any one foreign government. 
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Sven though f 1 1* considered a renegade by 

the Party# having been expelled by the Party in the early 
1930**# I nformant stated that the Communist Party made a 
deal with | _ I vhereby up-to-date copies of "For a Basting 

Peace --For a feoaie»a Democracy" were purchased on a eaah 

baa I a I l and then reaold through the Four Continents 

Book Shop and the Worker’s Book Shop* Copies of "For a Lasting 
Peace" were distributed after having been received from ! 
to Party officials and when the allotment for the Four Con* 
tinents Book Shop was received from Customs# they were dis- 
tributed to the rank and file comrades*

informant stated# during his remarks concerning 
this paper# that the paper waa not mantloned In the "Daily 
Worker"# nor were any of ita articles published in the 
"Daily Worker"* because if this were done it was felt within 
the Party leadership that it would be indicative of a tie-up 
between the Communist Party# USA# the Comlnform# and Soviet 
Russia* However# informant stated that articles from "For 
a Basting Peace" frequently found their way into the "Daily 
Worker", having been rewritten, by JOSEPH STAROBIN and 
appearing without any indication that they were rewrite 
articles from "Fop a Basting Peace", 

During the course of Interviews of informant# he 
stated that two expelled members of the Waterfront Seetlon#

Concerning I L informant statad that: nrlor to 

his expulsion froathe Communist Party An early 1946# he had 
been a Party member for many Tears * , Informant stated that EARL 
BROWDER had "had It in" for] for cuite^aome^fcime and 

that when BROWDER was expelled from the ?arty#| [felt 

that he should move up in the leadership of the Party and that 
AB B ANHON . who Is now Rational Maritime Coordinator, CP, USA, 
whom | I disliked# should hot go into a hig h position of 

leadership, Instated that for this# |was axpalled on 

the grounds of "disrupting the leadership"* 
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I 1 was expelled for disruptive tactics, tic 

primarily for excessive drinking and drunkeness. 

CS NYC £88 advised that the reason the Party 
considered these comrades as actual apd potential PBI 
workers was that it was generally known that these two 
men were in the United States illegally and being members 
of the Communist Party were not troubled with the Immigration 
and Naturalization Service, whereas the other comrades who 
were in the United States illegally were frequently troubled 
by ms. 



During the course of the interview. Informant 
mentioned that there has been a certain amount of bickering 
between the National Groups Commission of the Communist 
Party and the national leadership. Communist Party, USA. 

Shis has concerned the Party line put out by various 
Communist Parties in European countries and the feeling 
supported by the Communist Party, USA. to illustrate this. 
Informant cited two examples. 

He stated that at the time of the dispute over 
Trieste by Italy and Yugoslavia# the Italian Communist Party 
followed one line, whereas the Coawunlst Party of Yugoslavia 
took a different line. Consequently, the comrades in the 
Italian field. Communist Party, USA, desired to follow the 
line of the Italian Communist Party, whereas persons active 
in the Yugoslavian work in the American Party desired to 
follow the line of the Yugoslavian Communist Party. 

Again, during the Israeli dispute, the Communist 
Party of Palestine put forth one line which the National 
Jewish Commission wished to follow, which line was different 
from that of the Communist Party , USA. Informant stated in 
this Instance, the difference was particularly noticeable, 
inasmuch as the Palestinian Party put forth a line which was 
noticeably anti-Arab, whereas the line followed by the Soviet 
Government and subscribed to by the Communist Party, USA, was 
that of reconciliation with the Arabs because the Soviet 
Government did not desire to incur the hard feelings of the 
Arabs and beoause it was desirous of obtaining oil from Arab 
countries. In both instances, the Communist Party, USA 
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forced the comrades in the nationality groups to follow 
the line set out hy the American Party no matter how It 
conflicted with the line of foreign parties* 

Informant also advised that there is usually 
bickering between the Morning Freiheit Association, the 
National Jewish C ommission, and the P arty leadership* in 
which the name of I I f igures prominently* 

although informant stated that I I sets out all statements 

on the part of the "Morning Freiheit" but has never been 
punished to his knowledge for his conflictions with the 
Communist Party line. 

informant stated that ALEXANDER BITTELMAN is 
regarded as Mentor to WILLIAM 2* FOSTER to informant's 
knowledge* stating that BITTELMAN has long been regarded 
as a strong theoretician and is high in Party circles* 
having retained hit position as theoretician for many years* 

The Information contained in this letter is being 
disseminated to the files of the various individuals mentioned 
herein in the Mew fork Office. Other offices mentioned herein 
will be furnished the Information as it pertains to that 
office.
